The m eeting was called by 
the hospital's P a re n ts ’ Coordi- 
n a t i n g Council, concerned 
o v er reports from Sai ram en to 
that 
the 
hospital 
would 
be 
phased out over a 10-year pe­ 
riod and that som e patients 
would be transferred to P a t­ 
ton State Hospital in San B er­ 


nardino. 
A fter 
answering 
26 
ques­ 
tions from the audience, and 
speaking 
about 
80 
m inutes, 
D r. M ayer concluded by sa y ­ 


ing: 
“ I really do understand 
the 
kinds 
of 
concerns

have. 
“ I didn’t com e here to bury 
Pacific 
State 
Hospital. 
But 
w e've got to plan with 
the 
world-wide m ovem ent and get 
the mentally retard ed back in

“ It will take cool heads to 
accom plish, 
but 
I 
have

doubt it c an be done.” 
Dr. M ayer told the sta n d ­

buildings 
here on this cam p u s that by 
any stan d ard should be closed 
right now. T h a t’s the tru th .” 
Hospital a d m in istrato r H ar­ 
ry Lewis identified the build­ 
ings as w ards six through 12 
and w ards IS and 19, all now 
in use. Lewis said the build­ 
ings 
lacked 
fire 
sprinklers 
and air-conditioning, thus fal­ 
ling 
short
